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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that Malkamaki does not 
diclose discriminating a multi-carrier signal and a signal carrier is not persuasive. In fig. 6 of Malkamaki, a base station receiver (fig.1, 
item 104) discriminates received signals from mobile stations within one time period (JNO) having at least one broadband transmission 
(WBO) and at least one narrowband transmission ("124" of item 202 as described on page 5, lines 20-24 and 26-31). Each narrowband 
transmission uses a single carrier (page 6, lines 17-22) and each broadband transmission uses several subcarriers (page 10, lines 2-3 
and 5-14). The above sections of Malkamaki were cited in or describe citations of paragraphs 1-2 and 4 of the previous office action. 
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
